$ W ashington City, Sept IE—J udge Har­ 
lan, presiding judge of the court of Alabama 
claims, being still detained in tbe west by 
illness, the communication addressed by 
him under date of the 5th Inst to Secretary 
of State Bayard, containing the court side 
of tbe controversy raised by the accounting 
officers of the treasury in regard to tbe dis­ 
bursements of the court and the authority 
under which they have been made, is otili 
withheld from publication, but in the mean­ 
time a breezy correspondence has been 
started with First Comptroller Durham 
by 
ex-Seuator 
Creswell« 
counsel 
for 
the 
United 
States 
before 
the oourt, 
whose salary 
Mr. 
Durham 
has 
sus­ 
pended. 
In a letter dated Sept 11, ad­ 
dressed to Auditor Durham, Mr. Cre» weil 
refers with surprise to certain statement* 
given out to newspapers with respect to his 
official salary and position. 
He especially 
objects to the statement that the law only 
authorized his compensation at an allow­ 
ance in each case tried, to be fixed by the 
court, and that the oourt baa never paid the 
slightest attention to this law, and no 
evidence was on file that he had ever tried a 
case, notwithstanding which be had regu­ 
larly drawn $ 8,000 a year. 
Mr. Creswell 
says to the first comptroller: 
Knowing you to be the highest account­ 
ing officer or the government I am un will­ 
ing to suppose—in fact, I cannot believe— 
that the» e articles emanated from yuu. 
I 
have received no official communication 
from you whatever upxn tbe subject 
1 
do not 
know from any official source 
whether my salary has been stopped or not, 
1 know I have not received it for the month 
of August 
If you have refusal to pay it 
you have left me completely In tbe dark 
to the reasons which have appeared to you 
sufficient to justify such action, and you 
have failed even to give me notice to appear 
for the purpose of presenting my views in 
support of the claim. 
Referring to tbe eection In the original 
act establishing the court, which provHod 
that he, as counsel, should receive such 
reasonable ailowanoe to be apportioned in 
each claim as might be approved by the 
court, Mr. Creswell says an honest effort 
was made by the former court to apply this 
section, but it was found impracticable, and 
He accordingly went on with the duties for 
eight months without any pay until the 
matter could be laid before oongress and 
some fixed salary could b© prescribed by 
law. 
He spreads upon his iettsr copious 
extracts from the debates in congress 
when this matter was under discussion, 
showing an almost unanimous opinion that 
his compensation ought to be a fixed salary, 
and not by an apportionment, the only dif 
fere nee* of opinion being whether the pay 
should be $ 13,500, $ 10,000, $ 8,000 and $ 8 a 
day expense, or $ 8,000. 
He shows that 
finally, on motion of senator (now secre 
tary) Bayard, the latter sum was agr» ©d 
upon. 
Thereupon Mr. Creswell ask*: 
Who shall give meaning to this proviso 
but tbe senators who debated it, and who 
shall be better authority than tbe very sen 
a tor who amended 
the amendment u 
meet his own vie ws and then proceed® 1 to - x 
plain precisely what those views were! Ob 
serve what Mr. Bayard say: “ I propose t 
put that counsel on a level with tee nttor 
nev general of the United States, a cabinet 
officer, and to pay him a salary of $ $ .<KX) 
which it seems to me is enough for hi* *©rv- 
ioea.” This difference between Mr. Bayard 
on the one side and hie brother senators, 
who agreed with him, and yourself, on th« 
other,Is irreconcilable, and tbe inference i 
inevitable that either 8enstor BavarJ an 
his confrere« did not know tbe mean in* o 
their own language, or that Comptroller 
Durham is in error. 
Mr. Creswell goe* on to say that after a 
careful study of this law and the debate 
which accompanied it the former court 
adopted in opon oourt an order fixing his 
compensation at $ 8,000 a year, payable 
monthly. 
This order he 
claims is still in 
force. 
This is not a new court; It is the 
court of Alabama claims re-established,

W hereas , The Democratic party i» the 
ate presidential election pledged iteelf to 
effect a thorough and complete reform of 
the public service, therefore be it 
Resolved, That the Tammany Hall Dcj 
mocracy demands of the state and federa 
authorities the complete redemption of the 
pledgee made by the party to secure to tha 
jeonie of the state and nation an efficient, a 
capable, and an honest public service. 
Resolved, That we protest against any 
egislative 
or 
administrative 
measajes 
which may tend to create a permanent office 
holding class in this country and we de­ 
nounce all attempts to grant a life tenure 
of office to any body of public servant* as 
the first step towards the subversion of 
these doctrines of equality which have been 
the safeguard of tbe republic* 
Resolved, That appointments 
to office 
should bs mads on ths un tram moiled and 
undivided responsibility of public officers 
chosen by the people for that purpose and 
answerable to their constituents for the 
manner in which they have discharged 
their trusts. 
Resolved, That the creation of i « responsi­ 
ble boards or commissioners vested with the 
authority to control or interfere with the 
exercise of the power of appointment by 
elective offioers is an abridgement of tha 
privileges conferred on the choson servants 
of the people, and we condemn It as un­ 
warrantable invasion cf popular rights and

The Sliakspearian dramatic season of 
1884-1885, says 
Shakspeariana, 
has 
been, in many respects, the most nota­ 
ble one we have had for years. 
It hi 8 
been, on the whole, successful both 
financially and artistically. 
And this 
is to be especially noted since the gen­ 
eral theatrical outlook lias been bad. 
The season has been marked, first of 
all, by the gradual growth both in 
strength and power in the lesser actors 
and actresses. 
The partial eclipse of 
Frederick Warde put him under a cloud 
for a time, though he ends his season 
with a much better position than he 
had when he began it. 
Miss Maigaret 
Mather has had an unusually success­ 
ful season, and she is now one of our 
rising actresses, and bids fair to bocoino 
one of our most important ones. 
Mr. 
Sheridan and Mr. Keene have also sub­ 
stantial reasons for being satisfied with 
this year’s work. 
It is a peculiar fea­ 
ture of this season 
that the most 
noticeable improvements in 
artistic 
methods have been among the lesser 
actors rather than among those of the 
first rank. 
Mr. Lawrence llarrett and 
M r. Edwin Booth do not, it is true, 
show any diminution of tlieir power, 
but there has not been that increase of 
strength, that hr adening of style, and 
that perfection of detail that one might 
have oxvected from so eminent artists. 
In other words, the close of the season 
finds them in precisely the same posi­ 
tion they were in at the beginning. Mr. 
Barrett has, however, given even moro 
attention to the details of his iepre- 
sentations than he has done heretofore, 
and for the beauty of scenery, and for 
the completeness of detail, has no su­ 
perior 
among 
his 
Shakspearian 
brethren on the American stage. 
Mr. 
Booth's season lias been unusually bril­ 
liant. but has been chiefly remarkable 
for his personations of non-Shukspear- 
ian parts, several of which he pre­ 
sented for the first time for years.

9s. per week. 
David Garrick claimed 
the modest weekly salary of £16 U s.; 
Yates and his wife, leading performers 
at that period, had €20 a week between 
them; King, the original Sir Peter 
Teazle, had £8 a week; Mrs. Cibber, 
£15; 
Mrs. Pritchard, £ 14; 
and the 
famous K itty Clive, £10 Is. 
At Drury 
Lane, last Christmas, each representa­ 
tion of tho pantomime involved an ex­ 
penditure which would have gone far 
to have defrayed David G arrick’s ex­ 
penses in paying his numerous com­ 
pany of histrionic celebrities for the 
entire week.

In the four years that followed the 
uprising of the South, the people of tho 
North furnished to the armies of the 
Union nearly 3,000,000 of men; and the 
South gave to the armies of the ( on- 
federacy over 1,000,000 more. 
From 
less than 32,000,000 of inhabitants, and 
within the space of four years, 4,000,000 
of men were under arms in that terrible 
conflict. 
Contemplate the fact that 
one in every eight of our entire popu­ 
lation, or ono in every four of our malo 
population, was actually engaged in 
that contest, and you get some idea of 
tho terrible drain that the war was on 
tho flesh and blood of our countrymen. 
In the ontire military history of tho 
world there is nothing to be compared 
to that martial enthusiasm ot our coun­ 
trymen. 
Tho celebrated uprising of 
the French people in 1793, and that of 
nearly a century 
later in their war 
with Germany, sink into insignificance 
when compared with the tide that 
moved southwrard and northward to 
join the armies of tho I nion and Con­ 
federacy. 
It is the 1 oast of Germany, 
tho greatest m ilitary nation of modern 
times, that with apopulation of 41,000,- 
000, she can in tiino of war furnish an 
army of 1,250,000 men; but in tho war 
of the rebellion the North, with a popu­ 
lation of only 23,000,000, had in actual 
service, at tho close of that contort, 
more than a 1,000,000 men. 
The lieio 
of Appomattox, during the campaigns 
of 1864 and ’65, commanded moro sol­ 
diers than any other General since tho 
fall of the Roman Empire. 
W e are ac­ 
customed to think of Waterloo as tho 
greatest battle of modern times, but in 
six engagements of the w ar of tho io- 
bellion tho loss upon one side or the 
other was greater than that of W ell­ 
ington and tho allied forces at M ator- 
loo. 
The loss of tho Union army in the 
battle of the Wilderness nearly equalled 
tho entire loss of both armies on the 
field of Waterloo. 
No battle has ever 
been fought in the continent of Europe 
with greater determination or with as 
much loss as that of Gettysburg. But the 
sacrifice of blood only kept pace with 
that of treasure. 
Our war expenses 
during tho last year of tho rebellion 
exceeded $1,000,003,000. 
The expenses 
of the great wars betwoon France and 
England during the careorof Napoleon 
and tho French revolution bore no com­ 
parison to that of our w ar. The greatest 
sum of money expended during a single 
year was by Groat Britain, in 1815, 
when it amounted to $131,000,00» f, or 
less than two-thirds of tho expenditure 
of tho North during the year ending in 
1865.

For half a century 
Waterloo lia l stood in history, sung 
and story, without a parallel. 
It was 
reserved to the descendants of tho men 
who fought under tho Duke in that 
famous engagement to convince Hie 
world that courage an«l tenao.ty had not 
dcgonorated since the days of Waterloo. 
Gettysburg may fairly bo said to bo the 
greatest battle of modern times, 
lho 
numbers engaged exceeded those of 
Watorloo; tho duration of the battlo 
longer, and the loss greater. More than 
ono third of the Union army, and nearly 
one-half the Confederate, wero killed, 
wounded or missing in that engage­ 
ment 
The famous charge by Pickett 
on the third day, and its subsequont 
repulse, will live for all time in military
